Originally Dade county ex- 
tended from South Florida well 
north of Lake Okeechobee and 
included Lake Okeechobee. 
Thereafter Palm Beach County 
was formed by severing the 
north portion of Dade County, 
and as thus formed included the 
Lake. 

Following this division cer- 
tain counties surrounding the 
Lake were created from what 
was originally РВ County, , 
and in each instance when such 
counties were formed bound- 
aries were described in the leg- 
islative act as running to the 
Waters of Lake Okechobee. 
bee. 
Therefore, Palm Beach Coun- 
ty, as presently laid out and ex- 
isting includes Lake Okeecho- 
bee, with the exception of two 
small parts of it which were re- 
leased by Palm Beach County 
for the purpose of straightening 
boundaries in Glades and Hen- 
dry Counties. 

In the thirties the legislature 
voted that 2c of the gasoline tax 
would go to counties for the 
purpose of building new roads 
in the following ratio: One third 
based on the number of miles of 
state roads, one-third based on 
population, and one-third on 
area of the county. The Attor- 
ney General has rendered an 
opinion that Lake Okeechobee 
is a part of Palm Beach County. 

It has been pointed out that 
in the case of a crime committ- 
ed on the Lake, should it be 
divided, great legal minds would 
be able to cast serious doubt as 
to what jurisdiction was affect- 
ed. Each enforcement officer 
would have to stop the chase 
to determine by heavenly ob- 
servations and instruments just 
what county the crime was com- 
mitted in. 

The proponents of the bill un- 
ashamedly point out that they 
want the division to increase 
their share of state funds. 

Their slogan appears to be 
"take away from them what

Methodists across the coun- 
try have set a goal of $2,500,000 
for their combined offerings in 
response to an appeal by the 
Council of Bishops. 

“When things are at their 
worst, the Church must be at 
it best,” the bishops said in an 
episcopal letter. “To this end 
we are calling for a special of- 
fering for Africa in every one 
of our 40,000 churches. Through 
our mission stations, we must: 
answer the urgent need for 
food, medicine, leadership and 
education." 

Bishop James W. Henley of 
Jacksonville, in a separate let- 
ter to the 235,000 members of 
550 churches in the Flori 
Methodist Conference, noti 
that this is the largest single 
offering the church has ever 
undertaken, 


“Christian missionaries have 
been at work in Africa for long 
years,” he said. “What they have 
been able to accomplish is one 
of the most thrilling stories of 
missionary achievement . . . but 
present events make it clear that 
we must gird ourselves for new 
and larger ministries to this 
troubled, but promising contin- 
ent? 


Bishop Henley added that “No 
emergency jthat has been 
brought to the attention of the 
Church has been more serious 
or more worthy of sacrificial 
response.”
